Total Winter Hazard Risk Assessment Definitions:

High: Moderate:

- Rare Weather Hazard/Event - Occasional Weather Hazard/Event

- Potentially Life Threatening - Rarely directly life threatening

- Widespread disruption of daily life - Some disruption of daily life

- Recovery Time: hours to a day - Recovery Time: +/- 6 hrs of when weather ends
